The Berlin Memorandum 



As far as can be jutlged by the im- 
pression already produced on the Con- 
tinent, the refusal of the British Gov- 
ernment to support the Berlin Mem- 
orandum ia likely to have a new and 
powerful influence on Eastern affairs 
The answer of England is in sub- 
stance that the three Powers, though 
professing to maintaiu the negotiation 
on the principles of the Andrassy 
Note, do, in fact, depart from the 
conventions of that document, and 
show by their unreasonable demands 
that they are no longer impartial me- 
diators. Moreover, it does not escape 
remark that the mention^ of further 
measures to be adopted in case the 
present programme proves unsuccess- 
ful can have no other effect than to in- 
duco obstinacy and resistance among 
those whoso desire to protract the 
struggle. Such a criticism, of the 
scheme so hastily settled at Berlin 
achieves an instantaneous success. It 
interprets the feeling prevalent among 
those who have watched the course of 
events and endeavoured to discern 
the tenour of the new policy. The 
objections are ho obvious that they 
hardly need to bo supported by argu- 
ment; as soon as they are stated, they 
are justified. Had we not some know- 
ledge of the course of the negotiation, 
•wo might bo a little surprised that 
those experienced Ministers should 
have given so easy a mark for criticism 
that even the bewildered Turk might 
reply to them victoriously. The influ- 
ences to which we referred a few days 
since, and the differences of which the 
Berlin Memorandum was the compro- 
mise, may be regarded as the reason 
that the scheme on which the three 
Governments agreed did not find a 
more politic expression. 

However, such as it is, the substance of 
the Berlin Memorandum is before the 
world, and the world, on eonaideration, 
is inclined to rejoice that the proposals 
have not found unanimous acceptance. 
The objections of Eqgland may not re- 
strain the other Powers, but they lessen 
and almost Duliify tlio influence of their 
diplomucy. A Note aapporlod by the Six 
Powers is a very ditl'erent tiling from a 
Note which has been rejected by one of 
the six with arguments which might save 
the Porte the trouble of a dispatch 
There are, however, nifjns that the inllu 
ence of the British Oovcrumont'D ^refusid 
will not be confined to Const.uilinople 
The country wliicii in Eastern afl'air,"; Ih 
most nearly connected with our- own 
for flv« years past had no foreign policy. 
The French Qoveroment accepted the 
Andrassy Note at once, and has now ac 
txiptid the Berlin ^remorandum at once 
Iu both cases it has bf-en rather a passive 
aeqniescenco, as if Franco wished to di 
clare that her recent lui.-fortuneH forhai 
Li'r to intervene in the Sultan's Empir 
This ia prudent in the Government, but 
the p'ubUo are Tiftturally curious about 
this great controversy, and the conscions- 
oesB of reviving strength makes them de 
siroas that the voice of Franco should ho 
once more heard. There is nt the present 
moment n disposition to think that the 
Government has acted with precipitancy 
• in accepting a scheme which it could 
hardly have examined. Perhaps tiiis in 
the feeling of the' Government itself, 
which would not object, if the oeeasion 
off aod itself, to explain its adhesion in 
■ a sense wliieh wuuld makj its accord with 
the three Imperial Governments Igb.-j ab- 
soluto. The third Western Power, Italy, 
can hardly have a policy or objeoia very 
different from those of France and Eiag- 
Itind. Wo may imagine these Power» 
coming t'6 the conclusion that the oonduot 
of affairs by tho three Emperors has not 
attained itsprofosBod end, and is cot like- 
ly to attain it. The Andrassy Note was to 
give UB peace, and peace is still far away. 
It was to conciliate the Insur^oDts, those 
niinple mountflilSieerB whose r680li|tioD8 n 
great Government could move at willited 
now we find tho Chiefs evading the ovnr- 
tiires of Baron Rodieh in a series of dis- 
cuBsions which have somothing of tho 
cleverness of comedy. It is plain onongh 
that, whether supported bj England or 
not tho Berlin Hch(!me ia futilo, aqd must 
he followed by something (dse. Tho pub- 
lic in Franco and Italy may well. aHk 
whether they are to follow submissively 
the lead of the three Emperors, who do 
' not know or who eoncoal their own inten- 
tions and their ultimate moasnroB 
If the Berlin project is to bo ineffactual, 

Ifill the next be effectual, or tho next? 1 



Assent to two useless communications in 
succossioa is enough for courtesy and in- 
tomational duty. Should tho present 
project fail, or should its failure be un- 
mistakably portended, tho European Oov- 
emmonts which are interested in tho 
peaoo of tho East would have a right to 
ask tho Russian Emperor and his allies to 
define clearly tho ol)jeot of their policy 
and the prociso settlement they would 
make in the Insurgent Provinces. It ia 
evident that the character of this settle- 
ment dominates the whole controvor.^y. 
There can be no ofToctiiul action of tho six 
Powers until there is a sincere unity of 
purpose, and this can only be attained 
when all are agreed as to the basis of tho 
settlement. At present there is obscuri- 
ty, the result of a conventional and mys- 
terions diploiaoy.!'. Everyone knows that 
these Powers do not mean what they say, 
or say what they think, or make knowu 
what they believe will ho the end. The 
two principally concerned, the neighbors 
of tho Sultan, moved respectively by am- 
bition and apprehension, allow tho deso- 
lating conflict to proceed, each hoping the 
event may turn in its favor. Tho third 
Party to the Conference, perhaps, sees 
the future clearly, hut its interi-nt in 
Turkish affairs is suburdinated to tho in- 
terests of its military alliances. The (joi- 
mans, in spite of a rather jn'onouiiced 
dislike to the Turks as a i)ooi)lo, would 
probably bo glad to leave the Sultan's 
Empire standing, if tlie alternative was to 
be tho aggrandizement of their Northern 
neighbor. But a certain reference to the 
policy of tho Czar is hardly to be avoided 
in tho present condition of tho world. 
The consequence i.s that Borlin joiii'< in 
using the conventionul language which 
has been hoar>l for some sis mouths past. 

It seems to us that an effort at a more 
straightforward and efl'eelual policy would 
find siinport oven within tho pale of the 
Imperial alliance. AVe liavo t^eou that be- 
tween Austria and Russia ♦hero i.s an op- 
position which might make tho former 
regard with satisfaction the dissent of 
England. In fact, if our abstention and 
disapproval can modify the present jiro- 
ject by removing the Russian elemouts 
which belong to it, tho Austrian and Hun- 
garian Governments would be nearer their 
own object. Couat Andrassy went to 
Berlin uneasy at the rumoured proposi- 
tions of the Kusaiau Chancellor, and sus- 
picious that his active diplomatists had 
secured tho adhesion of the German Gov- 
ernment. Tho author of tho celebrated 
Note cannot be supi)uaed to have any 
great regard for the Sultau or the Sultan's 
co-religionists, but a few months' experi- 
ence have convinced the Anctriaa Minis- 
ter and the people of both divisions of 
she Empire that the exhaustion of 
the Turkish dominions by a long war, 
and the certaiuity that new trou- 
bles will bo fomented unless jjoace 
ba restored, is a terrible danger to 
themselves. W© can hardly doubt that 
Austria would giva her influence in the 
counsels of the triple alliance in favor of 
a resolute attempt at paoilieation. snch as 
public opinion in England aiul in luirop^ 
generally could a|_)prove. Nor is the I'avor- 
ablo disposition of the German Govern- 
ment less probable. In the late Confer- 
ence it is understood that Prince Bis- 
marck inclined generally to the Austrian 
views, and gave cause to believe that if 
Germany could make its deliberate oj)iii- 
ion prevail, a reasonable and f(;a.'*ibl(! plan 
of pacification would bu chosen. The Ger- 
man GoTorument will supjiort Austria iu 
anything which Austria judges of vital 
importance to herself. Prince Bismarck 
has hnmbled Anatria, but he has no- wish- 
es to destroy her, nor even to weaken her 
essentially. Every interest of tho Ger- 
mans would deter them from the policy 
which Count Andrasay seems to have 
snspeoted.

Yesterday afternoon the sti-.rtling and 
painful news WU3 ri'ceivtHl by L. Starr, 
Esq., that his brotlier, Captain Edwin A. 
Starr, expired at Olympia at 2:50 p. m. 
The telegram which convoyed the sad 
news was from Capt. G.Claucey and bears 
^atB Olympia, July lith, but it does not 
slate 'the canse of so dreadfully sudden a 
death. Mr. L. Starr loft his brother ap- 
parently in perfect he;ilth cm Thursday 
morning last on bo;ird tiif Mt/'aiiior Auuio 
Stewart, by which boat (b.-cfaHod proceed- 
ed to Olympia; whotlier ho was taken ill 
during the passage or whether he died in 
the town of Olympia from the effects of 
an apoplectic, fit or whether his death en- 
sued from accideiitiil cuuao, wo cannot 
ttdl. Subsf.'(iiiPiit iiiMvs will however wo 
think ooniirm the report tliat he dropped 
deiul from apoplexy. He had nut boon 
Buffering from heart di.scase. Tlio deceas- 
ed captain was 54 years of ago, a native of 
New York; he came to this coast 2G years 
ago and since the year 1870 has been must 
actively onguLjed in steamboat enterprise 
botwcon hero and I'ugct Hound. If it 
can possibly bo lUiinugoil his body will bo 
convoyed to this city i'(jr iutcrmoiit. Ca])- 
lain Starr was reHj)i'cti.'d both for his in- 
tegrity of character and peneronn (piali- 
dies, and by his death Victoria l as lost a 
man of enterprise and energy not easily 
roplacod. His brother and other relatives 
huvo tho .sympathy of this coiiimunity in 
tho hour of sudden beicavonieat.

lleeopliou of Eiirl Duftorin— Sug- 
gestions for tho Coiumitfee. 

Editor Colonist:— While attending 
the public moetiug called together on 
Tluirsday evening to ascertain the feeling 
regarding n public reception to be extend- 
eil to Lord Dufferin on his contemplutod 
visit to British Columbia, uiy mind was 
much taken up with memories of the visit 
of tiio Prince of Wales to Canada, lieiug 
at that time a resident of the busy, thriv- 
ing town of Port Hope, I shall confine my 
rocolleotions prinoipally to that place. 
Several of the societies erected represent- 
ative triuinphalt arches on certain streets 
(as tbe prugraiuino stated) through which 
tho Prince would lio taken. At tho City- 
Hall tho Mayor, City Council and other 
reprosentativo gentlemen recoivod the 
Royal vistor, and addresses and various 
otlier courtesies were exchanged. On 
raised platforms the uhildreii ot the city 
attending tlio day and Sunday schools 
were gatucred with tlioir teaidiers inter- 
spersed liore and tlieru to maintain order; 
the girls being well jjrovidei..' with haud- 
somo boquets which were thrown around 
and before the Prince as he jjassed to the 
Peterborough Railroad. This was the 
acknowledged spectacle of the day. .Vsido 
from tlie Itoyal visitor, many spoke of tho 
very groat pleasure aflordsd tliem in the 
neatly attired little ones and youths of 
the (dty — each countenance lit up and ra- 
diant with a loyal joy. The spectacle 
sent a thrill of delight tbrougli the assem- 
bled multitude and many a voica cried 
out "God' bless tho ohildren." In the 
evening, with many others, I proceeded to 
Coburg where tho Prince and suito wore 
to remain overnight. There a grand ban- 
quet, ball and brilliant illumination took 
place in honor of the event. At the cor- 
ners of King and Division streets, similar 
to GovetnmoDt ami Yates streets in Vic- 
toria, a inaguiticont pavilion had been tot 
up— a large llagstall" in tho eontro with 
stays to tho coruora and this filled iu with 
ropowork and <.'overed with evergreens, 
banners and llowcra, and all lighted up 
with torches, Chinese and colored lan- 
terns, presented a gorgeons soene like un- 
to those fairy temples of which we delight 
to read. 

Now, Jfr. F.ditor. I havo been thinking 
whether some of tho foregoing incidents 
might not contain a hint or two that tho 
Reception Cominitt<;o could make use of. 
I think an urraugomeut might bo inaile 
with the various scbools so as to havo the 
children represented, and I think that 
part could be made a very intoresting fea- 
ture. If the ditToront societies would 
unite and get up Bomo cbaraoteristio 
arches, and tbo farmers unite iu forming 
one out of the agricultural products, 
these, with our Piromon, Foresters, Ma- 
sons, Odd Fellows and other Societiea, or 
their ofTicors in regalia, would constitute 
tho attraotivo points in tho scene. 

Anyway, hoping that the visit of Lord

EUROPE. 

London, July i t— Tho Standard this 
morning reviews Earl Derby's note favor- 
ably to tho British Government and ropu- 
iliatea the suggestion that England endea- 
vored to force hor construction of the 
treaty by moiuico. Tlie Slaiidard cou- 
oludes: " Wo owi see no sei ions obHla(d(!s 
except Fisk's illadvised punctilio to the 
immediate negotiations of a now treaty. 
Tho common sense, interest and self re- 
spect of both countries demand a speedy 
arrangement." 

London', 13 -The Dispatch of to-day 
about tho publication uf tho Extradition 
correspondence states that Earl Derby in 
his note says: The essential principles of 
extradition as practised by England are 
that tho person surrendered on an extra- 
dition treaty canb6 tried on no offence 
except the one on which he is surrender- 
ed. This is tho proper construction of 
tho treaty of 1812. Her Majesty's Gov- 
ornmont tliiuk.s the Act of 187U is import- 
ant, but without it would iiiaiiitaiu the 
same position. The gr<>al objection is re- 
quiring ovideuco not merely for establish- 
ing an offence called by the name of an 
offense specified in a treaty, but for <)s- 
tablisbing anoflence of that namo acconl- 
ing to law. If tho surv. ndoriug country 
is to prevent the surrender of a person on 
a charge of a crime of uncertain nieuiii ng, 
and hia Bubsoquent trial on facts conaiil- 
erod here as estiiblishiug a political of- 
fence and not for crime for which surren- 
der was made, tho surrendering country 
..lust have the facta to judge wliethor the 
otleuco is political. Tlu' Gov(!rnmeut bo- 
lieres that tlio I' nitod States wore actu- 
ated by a sincuro dcsiro to iniiintain that 
which in their judgment was demanded 
in the treaty of 1842, and they wish tho 
same construction put on England's mo- 
tives. The note deplores the misunder- 
standing between tho two Govsrninimts 
and says tho British ( ioverumciit is joiuly 
to join tho United Stitos iu negotiating 
a now treaty. 

London, July 12 — Her Majesty Queen 
Victoria has invested the King of Greece 
with the. Order of the Garter. 

MosTAR, July 13 — The Porte ofHoially 
states tho dofoiit with considerablo loss of 
Montcnogring at Neutliam Pass, which 
opens that defile and road to Oati<:hkoe. 
Tbe engagement took place yesterday 
lasting twelve hours. 

London. July 13 — The Dailt/ News' Bel- 
grade special says it is stated that the 
Pasha Bazoaks in the Tabarazedeok dis 
trict of Bulgaria boastfully paraded a 
cartload of heads of murdered women and 
children. 

A corrospondoiit from Belgrade writes 
that an order is publishod directing all 
persons not soldiors attached to tho army 
shall wear a medal bearing tbe words, 
"Milan I, King of Servia." This ia tho 
first indication of tho true intention and 
true ambition of Priuco Milan. Theso 
words aro received as having great poli- 
tical meaning and thoro can be no doubt 
that tho war is for a complete separation. 

Belgrade, July 13 — Otlicial intelli- 
gence from the Tjakose army slatos that 
Oamar Pasha attacked the Servian posi- 
tion yesterday. The fight lasted through- 
out tho day. The loss of life was very 
groat. Result unknown.

There has been a grave diggers'strike 
at Liverpool. One of the grave diggers 
was charged nt the County Miigis- 
trates' Court with being drunk and 
diriorderly, and furllier with intimida- 
ting other grave diggers at the Smith- 
down-road Cemetery. The Toxeth 
Burial Board lately refused a demand 
made by their grave diggers for short- 
er hours. This refusal led to the men 
striking. Violence bus beou used 
towiirds one or two of the now gravo 
diggers engaged to replace the others. 
Tbe board, it was stated, could not 
continue their work, and the graves 
which are required cannot be opened 
unless the system of intimidation is 
promptly rejjrossed. Tbe prisoner v/as 
ultimately remanded on the charge of 
dninkeiincss, and summonses wore 
granted against him and two other 
gravcdiggors upon a charge of intim- 
idation. There ia something alarming 
in tho prospect of a general strike of 
gravodiggera. Even tho warmest ad- 
vocates of cremation would view with 
anxiety tho sudden stoppage of the 
present mode of sepulture.

An expedition is now being fitted 
out in which several famous investiga- 
tors of tho polar seas will^participate, 
which is likely to open up a new 
branch of commerce between that 
section of tho world and the more 
civilized quarters. It appears that 
during tho search of the Tigress for 
the ill-.fatod Polaris, over a year ago, 
rich veins of graphite wore discovered 
in Cumberland Inlet. Ou the return 
to St, John's, Lieut. W.A. Miustzer, 
United St&tes NhvaI Engiileer, obinr- 
tered a small steamer, and went back 
and continued bis mineral survey. 
He found largo beds of gr.iphito and 
mica, but owing to tbo lateness of tho 
season was unable to bring any away. 
The topsail schooner Era has been 
recently fitting" at IJew London, and 
will sail next Monday under Mintzer's 
command, and under Government 
auspices, to get a cargo of the.se mine- 
als, and make further colleclious of 
Artie flora and fauna for the Smith- 
sonian Institute. Capt. James Bud- 
digton, of G-rotou. Conn., who 
brouglit tho English ship Resolute 
into Now London in the winter of 
1855, and was tbo ice pilot of the 
TigreH.s when she sought the Polaiis, 
is tho Era's sailing master. Esqui- 
Joo, who was with Capt. Hall on 
several expeditions, and withTy son's 
party ob ab ice-floe for 190 days, and 
whom the English papers incorrectly 
represent as having sailed last week 
on the Pandora from England to the 
north pole, accomiDanica this expedi- 
tion, as do other Arctic voyagers of 
long experience. -The Era is a vessel 
of 160 tons burden, built for the coast- 
ing trade, but has made whaling 
voyages to the polar regions under 
Captain George Tyson, of Polaris fame. 
She is well provided with mining 
tools and labourers for quarrying, 
and as deposits are situated some 
distance up the mountain side they 
will take 3,000 feet of tramway in 
order to more easily load the vessel, 
and a quantity of lumber to erect tool- 
houses ami building for the purjioso 
of observation. Mineral is found iu 
almost inaccessible places, and tho 
deposits, though almost pure, are 
under rock as hard as flint. 
Provision, therefore, is made for 
blasting ou an extensive scale.
